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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-27 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The primary reason for the indication of the allowability of claims 1 -1 3 is the 
inclusion therein of the limitation of "an array of petals carried on said arcuate collar 
extending radially outward relative to said peripheral surface, each of said petals being 
pivotally displaceable from a first position in which each of said petals is substantially 
coincident with a plane that is perpendicular to said geometric axis and extends through 
said collar to a second position that is oblique to said plane" in combination with the 
other claim limitations. This limitation was neither disclosed nor taught by the cited prior 
art, alone or in combination. 

The primary reason for the indication of the allowability of claims 14-20 is the 
inclusion therein of the limitation of "an array of petals carried on said arcuate collar 
extending radially outward relative to said peripheral surface; each of said petals being 
pivotally displaceable from a first position in which each of said petals is substantially 
coincident with said plane to a second position that is oblique to said plane, each of said 
petals carried on said arcuate collar" in combination with the other claim limitations. 
This limitation was neither disclosed nor taught by the cited prior art, alone or in 
combination. 

The primary reason for the indication of the allowability of claims 21-27 is the 
inclusion therein of the limitation of "each of said petals being pivotally displaceable 
from a first position in which each of said petals is substantially coincident with said 
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plane and a second position that is oblique to said plane" in combination with the other 
claim limitations. This limitation was neither disclosed nor taught by the cited prior art, 
alone or in combination.

5,552,566) disclose an apparatus for preventing coronal discharge. Richards (US 
6,265,669 B1 ) discloses a semiconductive attachment disc. Ishihara et al. (US 
5,705,775) disclose a corona control ring. Shepherd (US 4,201 ,883) discloses a guard 
for high voltage electrical terminal bushing.
